Mr.  Chairman,  Miss. Hunter  and  Gentlemen, 

The  accompanying  Report  on  the  work  done  during 
the  year  1939  is  prepared  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  should.be  regarded  as  an 
Interim  Report;  .. 

It  will,  I hope,  be  appreciated  that  the  pre- 
paration of  the  Annual  Report  in  its  usual  form  is 
impossible  this  year.  The  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  haye  been  enormously  increased,  particularly 
through  greater  concentration  on  A. R.P. work, Evacuation, 
and  other  problems  directly  associated  with  war  con- 
ditions. Early  in  1939  it'  was  realised  that  unless 
an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  could  be  employed  it  would 
be  impossible  for  me  to  get  a really  efficient  Casualty 
Services  Scheme  into  -working  order.  In  consequence. 

Dr.  P.D.Mulkern  v/as  appointed,  as  Temporary  Assistance  M.O.H* 
for  a period  of  seven  months.'  Now,  whilst  no  assistance  is 
provided.,  it  is  impossible  to  carry,  out  many  of  the  duties 
•to  my  own  satisfaction,  whilst  others  have  necessarily 
to  be  neglected.  Attention  ha.s  been-  concentrated  on  matters 
essential  to  the.  general  health,  of  the  public,  such  as 
Water  Supplies  and  Milk  Supplies. 

The  general  health  of  the  Dis-trict  has  remained 
indisputably  good  despite  the  increased  population,  the 
overcrowding  caused  by  Military  billeting  and  Civil 
Evacuation,  the  overcrowding  of  the  schools,  and  other 
adverse  factors.  At  the  same  time,  it  must  be  recognised 
chat  this  happy  state  erf  affairs  cannot  be  expected 
necessarily  to*  continue  without  interruption.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 
WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  two  water  supplies  in  the  Urban  District,  were 
dealt  with  in  detail  in  my  Annual  Report  for  193&>  and  there 
have  been  no  major  changes  since*  It  is  recognized  that 
the  strict  supervision  of  water  supplies  in  war-time  is  of 
the  greatest  importance,  and  the  closest  watch  is  therefore 
kept  in  these  matters*  Bacteriological  analyses  of  both 
supplies  are  made  not  less  often  than- once  a month,  whilst 
chemical  examinations  are  carried  out  twice  yearly. 

Haslemere  U.D.C.  Supply.  The  report  upon  Dr.  Suckling1 s 
inspection  of  the  water  undertaking  - mentioned  in  my  last 
Report  - was  received  early  in  the  year. . Dr.  Suckling 
made  special  investigation  for  any  possible  sources  of 
pollution  of  the  water  supply,  and  his  report  suggested 
certain  safeguards,  the  majority  of  which  have  been  adopted. 
Chlorination  of  the  water  is  being  continued  as  an  additional 
safeguard,  and  samples  of  the  water  have  been  taken  for 
examination  at  frequent  intervals  both  from  the  headings  and 
from  domestic  taps. 

The  question  of  lead  solvency  has  been  thoroughly 
investigated  by  Dr.  Suckling,  and  no  evidence  has  bee® 
obtained  that  the  use  of  lead  service  and  domestic  pipes 
would 'be  unsatisfactory,  for  the  Haslemere  wa ter.  This 

is  a most  important  point,  since  it  has  popularly  been  held 
that*  because  the  Haslemere  water  is  a soft  water,  it  must 
have  a solvent  action  on  lead*  The  strongest  assurance  can 
be  given  that  there  is  no  possible  risk,  of  lend  poisoning  from 
the  use  of  lead  pipes  or  other  water  appliances. 


DRAINAGE.  AMD  SEWERAGE.. 

Up  to  the  present,  no  exceptional  difficulty  has  been 
encountered  in  disposing  of  additional  sewage  due  to  the 
presence  of  evacuees.  It  should  be  stated,  however,  that 
the  reserve  capacity  of  the  disposal  plant  has  been  absorbed, 
and  that  any  considerable  addition  to  the  numbers  of  evacuees, 
may  cause  difficulties,  in  the  disposal  of  sewage. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  has  had  to  be 
considerably  extended  and  augmented,  owing  to  the  increase 
of  sewage  due  to  the  presence  of  evacuees.  Where  previously 
cesspools  were  emptied  once  in  every  month,  many  of  these 
now  receive  attention  fortnightly*  Also  septic  tanks  which 
had  soakaways  functioning  adequately  under  normal  conditions, 
have  required  cesspool  service  to  relieve  overburdened  soakaways, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

An  additional  burden  has  been  placed  on  the  refuse 
collection  service,  necessitating  the  bringing  into  service 
of  an  additional  refuse  collecting  vehicle  for  part  of  the 
week.  Thisbas,  of  course,  raised  the  cost  of  collection  in 
greater  proportion  than  the  mere  additional  number  of  inhabitants* 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


The  trade  of  fish-frying  is  declared  an  offensive 
trade  in  this  District.  There  are  two  fish-frying 
businesses,  and  these  are  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner,  20  inspections  having  been  made. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  eight  bakehouses  in  the  District  and 
102  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  ensure  that  the 
premises  were  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner. 


SHOPS. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  made  75  inspections  under 
the  Shops  Act,  1934* 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

25  observations  were  made  for  smoke  nuisance. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS.’ 

During  the  summer  the  plans  for  the  construction  of 
a Swimming  Pool  at  Camelsdale  were  abandoned.  The  outbreak 
of  war  would,  in  any  case,  have  prevented  the  scheme  going 
forward.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  general  plan  of 
providing  swimming  and  bathing  facilities  will  be  re-considered 
as  soon  as  circumstances  permit* 

SCHOOLS.  • ' - * ' 

The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  schools  generally 
have  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

It  was  not  necessary  to  close  any  of  the  schools  ora 
account  of  infectious  disease  during  the  year. 


PETROLEUM,  ( CONSOLIDATION) ACT.  1928. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  as  Petroleum  Officer  for  the 
District,  has  supplied  the  following  report; 

There  are  55.  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  spirit.  From  23  of  these  petrol  is  sold,  while 
at  the  other  32  petrol  is  stored  for  private  use  only. 

Four  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  carbide  of 
calcium  - one  for  private  use  and  three  for  the  purposes  of 
sale.

GENERAL, 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  during  the  year,  namely  25  as  compared  with 
15  for  the  previous  year,  is  due  almost  entirely  to  an 
epidemic  of  diphtheria  at  St*  Mary’s  Home,  Haslemere. 

There  were  10  cases  in  all,  occurring  over  a period  of  nearly 
three  months,  from  the  middle  of  September  to  the  beginning 
of  December*  Two  ’carriers’  were  eventually  discovered  and 
removed  from  the  Home.  It  was  recommended  that  all  children 
in  the  Home  should  be  immunised  and  Schick- tested  in  order 
to  prevent  any  further  epidemics. 

One  suspected  case  of  smallpox  was  reported.  Special 
prec  at  ions  were  taken,  but  it  fortunately  turned  out  to  be 
merely  a rather  severe  case  of  chicken  pox.  The  patient  was 
a young  soldier  staying  with  friends  on  holiday,  and  he  v/as 
taken  to  a military  hospital. 

Measles  and  whooping  cough  became  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  on  the  23rd  October,  but  from  that  date  to  the  end  of 
the  year  only  one  case  of  whooping  cough  was  notified. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
Temporary  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health  diphtheria 
immunisation  at  the  schools  was  carried  out  as  in  previous 
years.  The  number  of  children  immunised  during:  1939  was  52.

to  which  the  train  loads  could  be  t alien  on  arrival  at 
the  station  for  rations.  sorting, and  despatch  to 
individual  billets,, 

Medical  arrangements  were  made  at  the  station  and 
at  each  of  the  Dispersal  Centres. 

At  the  station  a First  Aid  room  was  prepared  and  a 
staff  of  trained  St.John  Ambulance  Brigade  nurses  were  on 
duty.  Ambulances  were  held  ready  in  case  of  need  and 
medical  assistance  arranged  for  if  necessity  arose. 

At  Dispersal  Centres  arrangements  were  made  for  the 
medical  examination  of  every  evacuee  before  billeting. 

Teams  of  six  nurses  conducted  the  examination, the  leader 
being  in  each  case  a Health  Visitor  loaned  for  the  occasion 
by  courtesy  of  the  Surrey  County  Council.  Every  arrival 
was  examined  as  to  general  condition,  presence  of  head  or 
body  vermin,  signs  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease, 
and  any  other  defect  or  special  circumstance.  Medical 
attention  was  at  hand  for  such  as  required  it,  whilst 
emergency  sick  bays  in  private  houses  were  prepared  in 
advance  to  receive  such  as  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to 
> billet  immediately.  Selected  billets  were  reserved  for 
children  in  need  of  special  care  and  attention. 

All  arrangements  worked  smoothly  and  well,  due  in 
large  measure  to  the  excellent  detail  preparation  of  the 
Billeting  Officer  and  to  the  willing  co-operation  of  all 
the  staffs  called  on  duty  to  assist  in  the  reception.  Only 
2,237  evacuees  actually  arrived:- 

1,l66  school  children  and  teachers, 

1,032  mothers  and  children  under  school  age, 

39  expectant  mothers. 

2,237 

representing  some  64/o  of  those  prepared  for. 

The  excellent  summer  weather  which  prevailed  through- 
out the  whole  period  contributed  to  the  comfort  and  happiness 
of  the  arrivals  enormously,  and  no-one  could  fail  to  be 
struck  by  the  cheerfulness  and  excellent  behaviour  of  the 
unaccompanied  children,  especially  those  who  arrived  on  the 
first  day. 

Comparatively  few  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  station 
First  Aid  detachment,  most  of  them  being  train  sickness, or 
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minor  upsets, or  children  known  by  their  teachers  to  have 
been  out-of-sorts.

This  medical  inspection  did  not  delay  the  billeting 
officers  and  was  fully  justified  by  the  results.  Almost 
every  case  of  infestation  or  vermin,  and  of  contagious 
or  infectious  disease,  was  discovered  and  treatment 
arrangedfor.  The  size  of  the  problem  to  be  tackled  was 
known  at  once  and,  consequently  appropriate  steps  taken 
to  deal  with  it.  , 

Subsequently  four  clincs  were  opened  and  did  excellent 
work  in  stamping  out  these  troubles*  They  were  open  daily  at 
The  Church  Room, Shot termill;  Beacon  Hill  Village  Club:  Nurse’s 
Cottage, Chestnut  Avenue:  and  Haslemere  Hall.  The  attendance 
at  the  first  two  of  these,  which  were  open  from  the  week 
following  the  evacuation  until  the  week  ending  11th  November, 
1939,t  was  approximately  1,100  at  each.  The  Haslemere  Hall 
and  Nurse's  Cottage  clinics  opened  on  6th  September;  the 
first  closed  on  26th  Oct, with  210  attendances, and  the 
latter  had  approx.  1,200  attendances  to  31st  December, 

Much  credit  and  thanks  are  due  to  those  who  gave  up  sq 
much  time  and  toolq  so  much  trouble  in  making  these  clinics 
the  outstanding  success  they  undoubtedly  were.  Verminous 
heads  were  probably  the  worst  difficulty, with  impetigo  a 

good  second.  It  was  astonishing  how  obstinate  some  of 'the'' " 

dirty  heads  were,  persisting  for  weeks  despite  the  most 
careful  treatment.  In  many  cases, of  course,  it  was  noted

December, 1 939* 

Many  children  were  found  to  be  unsuitable  for 

billeting  in  private  houses, either  from  their  habits, 
temperaments, or  inability  to  conform  to  the  discipline 
of  a well-ordered  home.  It  was  found  that  these 
children  were  happier  when  placed  in  groups  and  kept  in 
hostels.  Discipline  could  be  better  maintained, and  the 
children  benefited  by  the  training.  In  the  first 
emergency  these  children  were  housed  at  Whitwell  Down, 
off  Scotland  Lane,Haslemere,  where  accommodation  was 
generously  offered  by  Mr.  W.H.C. Rhodes,  The  premises  were 
no  doubt  reasonable  enough  in  summer  but  were  not 
satisfactory  for  permanent  habitation  nor  for  winter  use. 
Eventually  an  empty  house,  Eccleslea,  in  Vicarage  Lane, 
Shottermill,  was  obtained,  and  9 children  established  there 
under  the  care  of  Mrs. Jordan  and  her  assistant  Miss  Ledger. 
There  is  accommodation  for  20  inmates  in  all,  and  this  has 
since  been  utilised.  They  have  been  transformed  into  a very 
happy  community  and  all  the  children  are  better  in  every  way. 

Expectant  Mothers  formed  another  of  the  problems  to  be 
solved  though  there  were  not  so  many  as  had  been  anticipated. 
Most  householders  were  averse  to  accepting  women  in  this 
condition,  and  great  difficulty  was  found  in  billeting  them 
in  the  first  place.  This  did  not  apply  in  all  cases, in  fact, 
several  were  so  happy  in  their  new  homes  that  they  looked 
forward  to  returning, after  confinement,  with  their  babies. 

In  such  cases  the  evacuees  became  truly  members  of  the 
household,  and  did  their  share  in  contributing  to  thv,  general 
good  of  the  home  through  work  and  good  fellowship.  Early 
in  September  a hostel  for  expectant  mothers  was  opened 
at  Shalford  in  the  Guildford  Rural-  District  where  similar 
difficulties  had  been  encountered.  This  hostel  accepted 
evacuees  from  Haslemere  shortly  before  the  expected  date 
of  confinement  and  kept  them  for  a week  or  so  after  return 
from  the  maternity  hospital.  A number  of  Haslemere  evacuees 
took  advantage  of  this  arrangement  which  worked  extremely 
satisfactorily. 

Unfortunately,  the  great  majority  of  these  mothers 
have  since  returned  to  London,  With  many, the  calls  of  duty 
to  their  husbands  made  the  choice  one  of  the  greatest 
difficulty.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  many  husbands 
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1 
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Number  Admitted. 
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suffered  severely  through  the  temporary  loss  of  wives  and 
families,  and  in  many  others  financial  difficulties 
made  the  return  of  the  wives  imperative.  In  some  the 
return  of  the  wives  was  necessary  to  prevent  the  complete 
break  up  of  the  home.  By  the  end  of  the  year  only  4 
of  the  expectant  mothers  were  left  in  the  district  out  of 
the  39  who  originally  arrived.  Every  effort  was  made  to 
keep  them  and  to  make  them  comfortable.  Their  lot  was 
not  an  easy  one, with  duties  to  their  families  and  to 
their  husbands,  whilst  tho  difficulties  of  settling  this 
type  of  evacuee  in  another  person’s  home  are  infinitely 
greater  than  those  met  with  in  the  case  of  children. 

In  some  cases  mothers  were  willing  to  leave  their 
children  in  Haslemere  provided  they  could  be  satisfactorily 
accommodated.  As  time  passed  and  the  flow  of  mothers 
back  to  London  increased  it  seemed  wiser  to  concentrate 
on  an  effort  to  keep  the  children  in  safety  and  allow 
their  mothers  to  return.  School  children  can  be  billeted, 
satisfactorily  in  many  cases, but  it  is  well  nigh  impossible 
to  billet  young  children  or  infants  with  confidence  and 
with  satisfaction  to  both  mother  and  foster  mother.  The 
establishment  of  a residental  nursery  was  obviously  the 
only  satisfactory  way,  and  as  the  numbers  of  suitable 
children  increased,  such  a home  became  rapidly  an  urgent 
necessity. 

Hollyridge, Shepherds  Hill,  was  found  and  lent  itself 
admirably  for  adaption  to  a residental  nursery.  With  the 
cordial  co-operation  of  the  owner, all  arrangements  were 
rapidly  completed  and  formal  approval  obtained  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Since  the  County  Council  are  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  it  appeared  more 
appropriate  that  they  should  actually  run  the  home.  This, 
however,  they  declined  to  do  and  accordingly  the  Local 
Billeting  Committee  accepted  the  responsibility  and 
Hollyridge  was  opened  on  1&th  November, 1939,  with  about 
a dozen  toddlers,,  and  a staff  ofi- 

medical  officer Dr.Jenner.

Since  it  was  to  be  essentially  a Haslemere  project  the 
never  failing  local  enthusiasm  took  the  home  and  the 
inmates  to  heart,  and  the  assistance  and  voluntary  efforts  n 
that  has  been  put  into  Hollyridge  has  made  the  estab- 
lishment an  outstanding  success  and  enabled -it  to  be  run 
with  unusual  economy. 

21  children  were  admitted  up  to  the  31st  December, 
and  there  were  actually  15  inmates  at  that  date. 

Secondary  School  boys,  aged  mainly  from  14  to  18  years 
years  of  age, presented  a special  problem  though  not 
essentially  a medical  one.  Many  at  this  age  were  studying 
for  scholarship  and  other  examinations  important  to  their 
future  careers.  In  billets  only  too  often  conditions  of 
evacuation  gave  them  a very  serious  handicap,  since, apart 
from  the  interruption  of  school  life  (their  new  school^  in 
Baaitnert  ware  open  to  then  for  half  of  ooeh  day) 
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conditions  in  their-  billets  were  seldom  conducive  to 
concentrated  study-  strange  surroundings, lack  of  quiet, 
and  often  enough, lack  of  sympathy  all  militated  against 
it.  Boys  of  this  age, moreover, are  too  old  for  strict 
discipline  from  strangers  without  authority,  and  with  too 
much  free  time  on  their  hands,  the  consequences  in  some 
cases  might  well  be  serious.  It  was  hoped  to  open  a hostel 
for  these  boys  under  the  charge  of  their  school  masters, 
where  the  boys  would  be  virtually  in  an  improvised  public 
or  boarding  school.  A very  suitable  house  was  found  for  the 
purpose  and  all  preliminary  plans  completed, but  difficulty 
in  obtaining  official  approval  to  the  project  caused,  so  much 
delay,  that  the  majority  of  these  boys  returned  to  London. 
This  was  one  of  the  major  disappointments  since  a great  deal 
of  effort  was  expended  fruitlessly,  and  yet  just  a little 
more  official  smypathy  and  speed  might  well  have  enabled 
many  of  the  lads  to  remain  in  Haslemere  under  happy  and 
suitable  conditions.  In  general,  boys  of  this  age  and  type 
are  not  suitable  for  billeting  in  the  ordinary  way  with 
others,  their  special  circumstances  require  special 
consideration. 

Mothers  with  families  were  another  group  not  suitable 
for  billeting  on  the  ordinary  householder. Only  in 
exceptional  circumstances  can  complete  harmony  exist  with 
two  families  living  under  one  roof, sharing  the  same  rooms, 
both  suffering  inconvenience  and  discomfort  from  restricted 
liberty  and  loss  of  privacy.  Hostels  present  the  only 
proper  solution  and  this  was  realised  in  Haslemere  in  the 
very  early  days.  A house  suitable  for  the  purpose  was 
found  at  Courtmead, Derby  Road, Haslemere, and  /there  some 
six  families  comprising  six  mothers  and  21  children  were 
very  happily  housed.  These  families  constitute  an  unusually 
happy  community, thanks  largely  to  the  tact  and  careful 
management  of  the  ladies  in  charge  of  the  venture. 

The  health  of  the  evacuated  children  continued  good, 
and  the  epidemics  so  surely  expected  failed  to  materialise 
either  amongst  the  newcomers'  or.  amongst  the  native  popu- 
lation. * Ivlany  cases  of  illness  did  occur, both  minor 
infectious  troubles,  accidents,  and  illnesses, although, 
rather  unexpectedly,  it  was  the  evacuees  who  suffered 
and  not  our  own  children. 

Without  question, one  of  the  greatest  surprises  and 
certainly  the  greatest  disclosure  has  been  the  number  of 
children  subject  to  bed-wetting.  The  magnitude  of  the 
problem  could  never  have  been  anticipated,  and  for  many 
months  the  proper  treatment  and  disposal  of  these 
children  was  ohe  of  our  greatest  problems.  No  doubt  in 
many  cases  the  pyschological  reaction  from  the  disruption 
of  home  life  and  ‘transplantation  to  new  surroundings  and 
conditions  was  largely  responsible,  but  this  type  of 
case  responded  to  treatment  rapidly  and  was  for  the  most 
part  eliminated  within  the  first  few  weeks.  In  a minority 
some  physical  cause  • could  be  discovered  and  rectified. 

There  remained  the  vast  majority  in  which  the  cause  could 
be  fairly  and  accurately  described  as  lack  of  home  train- 
ing. Under  discipline  and  care  the  younger  ones  were 
cured  within  a reasonable  time,  but  older  children  had. 
these  unfortunate  habits  too  deeply  ingrained  to  be  easily 
altered.  Householders  stood  the  strain  in  most  cases  in 
a most  remarkable  way,  and  appealed  for  assistance  only 
when  every  expedient  had  been  tried,  and  their  patience 
beyond  endurance.  • 
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For  "those  esses  insti  cutional  treatment  wss  the  only 
possible  resort.  In  the  begining  Warren  Road  County 
Hospital  was  able  to  take  the  worst  of  our  cases, but  was 
crowded  out  within  a few  days.  Hostels  were  established 
within  our  own  district  as  became  necessary  and  several 
cases  were  transferred  to  other  institutions  wherever 
accommodation  could  be  found.  By  Christmas  the  worst  of  the 
trouble  was  over.  Many  had,  of  course,  returned  to  London 
but  the  majority  were  more  or  less  successfully  cured.  It 
was  found  that  most  responded  to  institutional* treatment 
witnin  a few  days,  but  that  unless  kept  for  some  weeks, 
relapse  was  inevitable. 

It  is  obviously  too  soon  to  view  the  results  of  this 
great  social  revolution  in  proper  perspective,  but  no 
possible  doubt  can  be  entertained  but  that  its  effects 
will  be  far-reaching  and  lasting.  Not  only  are  those 
town  dwellers  evacuated  into  the  country  lively  to  have  their 
mode  of  life  permanently  altered, but  those  country  people 
who  have  acted  as  hosts  and  hostesses  have  had  their 
horizons  widened  and  have  learned  much  of  the  manner  of 
life  in  our  great  towns.  If  the  lessons  are  truly  learned 
and  applied  the  greatest  benefit  may  accrue  to  all 
concerned  by  the  interchange  of  ideas  and  habits  adapting 
the  good  to  the  best  local  advantage. 

That  country  dwellers  have  many  advantages  cannot 
be  denied.  Healthier  surroundings, closer  touch  with 
nature, a.nd  greater  independence  more  than  compensate  for 
the  lack  of  some  of  the  amenities  and  artificial  pleasures 
of  the  city.  . ; 

••  To  mar>y  of  the  evacuees, especially  the  children, life  in 
the  country  has  been  a great  educational  holiday  from  which 
they  have  benefited  physically  and  mentally,  in  the 
majority  improvement  in  health  and  physique  is  very  noticable. 
Many  have  benefited  from  an  improved  standard  of  feeding 
and  of  clothing,  whilst  absence  from  home  has  quite 
often  resulted  not  in  a lessening  of  discipline, but  in  an 
actual  improvement  in  the  discipline  control  and  behaviour 
of  the  children. 

A great  many  children  have, of  course,  been  found  to  be 
unruly, of  violent  tempers, and  uncontrollable  by  the 
ordinary  householder  acting  as  host  or  hostess.  For  these 
special  hostels  have  proved  the  appropriate  and  most 
satisfactory  solution.  Semi-institutional  life  and  close 
control  by  carefully  chosen  supervisors  has  worked  wonders 
in  many  cases, and  has  served  to  improve  all  but  the  most 
unruly  or  unbalanced  children.  In  some  cases  improvement 
in  behaviour  has  been  so  marked  that  billeting  in  private 
houses  has  been  possible  after  a stay  in  the  hostel. 

i - - 

Very  few  indeed  have  been  really  ’'problem  children" 
and  only  one  has  been  referred  to  a Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

No  praise  is  too  high  for  the  enthusiasm  and  energy 
of  local  workers, the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service, the  Billeting 
Committee,  and  others,  whilst  Liiss  Hales,  the  London 
County  Council  Organiser  did  much  to  ensure  the  success  of 
every  new  venture.  It  can  truly  be  said  that  those  evacuees 
now  in  Haslemere  are  happy  and  comfortably  settled. 

Despite  all  efforts, by  Christmas  the  number  of  evacuees 
had  been  reduced  to  1084* 


The  continued  absence  of  the  expected  air  raids  on  London 
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lulled  many  of  the  more  thoughtless  into  a false  sense 
of  security, although  in  many  cases  there  was  a good 
reason  for  their  return.  The  natural  desire  of  most 
parents  to  have  their  children  home  for  Christmas 
resulted  in  a considerable  exodus  during  December*  In 
some  cases  conditions  under  evacuation, though  quite 
satisfactory  for  short  periods  or  under  the  nervous 
tension  of  air-raids, were  not  suitable  for  permanent 
or  semi-permanent  continuation* 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  billeting  is  not  the 
complete  answer  to  the  problem  of  evacuation*  It  is 
suitable  for  unaccompanied  elementary  school  children 
in  most  cases  but  even  with  them  the  willing  co-oper- 
ation of  the  householder  is  essential*  Compulsory 
billeting  upon  unwilling  hosts  results  too  often  in 
discomfort  and  misery  for  both  evacuee  and  receptionist* 
Willing  co-operation  of  the  latter  is  essential,  and 
that  backed  bysafeguards  provided  by  the  Local  Authority 
to  meet  cases, 7Jpf  illness  or  altered  circumstances. 
Billeting  is ’..not  satisfactory  for  young  children  nor  as 
a rule  for  older  children,  it  Is  seldom  satisfactory 
y for  adult®*  :u •Hosiers, or  possible  camps  run-  on 
j institutional, linesrprovide  th$ ' only  practicable 
solution  in  these,  cases.  '

The  license  of  one  slaughter-house  was  again  renewed  on  a yearly  basis. 
533  visits  *have  been  paid  to  these  premises.

SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS.  Soon  after  the  war  began,  the  Ministry  of. Food 
took:  over  the  control  and  administration  of  all  slaughtering  of  animals 
for  food*  The  Ministry  formed  the  opinion  that  there  was  no  suitable 
place  for  slaughtering  in  Haslemere,  and  it  was'  proposed  that  the 
nearest  slaughterhouse  for  supplying  Haslemere  would  be  Guildford. 

i 

I drew  the  -attention  of  the  Food  Committee  to  this  decision 
and  pointed  out  that  there  were  at  least  two  very  suitable 
slaughterhouses  in  the  High  Street,  Haslemere,  either  of  which  could 
cope  with  the  amount  of  slaughtering  necessary  for  the  Haslemere 
District.  The  Food  Committee  accepted  this  view  and,  after  some 
negotiation  with  the  Ministry,  one  of  the  slaughterhouse  in  the 
High  Street,  Haslemere,,  was  cpbned  as  a government  slaughterhouse,  and 
its  administration  has  proceeded  very  satisfactorily. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933j  14  slaughtermen  were 
licenced  for  one  year  to  slaughter  animals*
